INSERTING BATTERIES 



Please follow the instructions below to insert the batteries into your SC-2300 digital camera: 

1 . Set the Mode Selector to OFF. 

2. To open the battery compartment cover on the bottom of the camera, push down slightly and 
then slide the entire cover in the direction indicated by the arrow on the cover. The cover will 
spring open. 

3. Note the battery polarity on the inside cover. Insert the batteries in the battery compartment 
accordingly. 

4. Close the batteries compartment cover and then press it inwards until it clicks shut. 



Note: Use only AA alkaline, Ni-MH, or Ni-CD batteries. Inserting 
the batteries with the incorrect polarity will not damage the camera 
or batteries.

Note: Digital Cameras place heavy loads on batteries. Use an AC 
power adapter whenever possible. 

To conserve battery power, when framing the subject use the optical 
viewfinder rather than the LCD color display. Limiting the usage of 
the LCD display to image review will greatly extend battery life. 
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INSTALLING & REMOVING THE SMARTMEDIA CARD 

Please follow the instructions below to install and to remove the SmartMedia card in your SC-2300 digital 
camera: 

1 . Set the Mode Selector to OFF. 

The SmartMedia slot is located beneath the battery compartment. To open the battery 
compartment cover located on the bottom of the camera, slide the entire cover in the 
direction indicated by the arrow on the cover. The cover will spring open. 

2. Installing SmartMedia: 

Insert the SmartMedia card with the SmartMedia electrodes (metal contacts) facing the 
front of the camera and the cut-away corner leading into the memory slot. Note: the card 
when fully inserted will not be flush with the housing. It will protrude outward slightly, but 
still allows the compartment cover to close. 

Removal: 

Pull the SmartMedia memory card out with your fingers. 

3. Close the batteries compartment cover and then press it inwards until it clicks shut. 
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USING THE LCD DISPLAY 



The 1 .8-inch color LCD display can function as a view screen to preview the image before taking a picture. 
The display also allows you to review pictures you have already taken, and configure the settings in the 
camera. The LCD display will not operate when the Mode Selector is OFF. 



Capture Mode Preview (for framing your picture) 



To turn the LCD display on in Capture mode, turn the Mode 
Selector to CAPTURE, and press the Menu button. 




Playback Mode Review (to review your picture) 

There are two methods for reviewing pictures: Single Image Display and Thumbnail Display. 

Single Image Display 
Set the Mode Selector to PLAYBACK. 
The last image that you took will appear on the LCD monitor. 

Use the Navigator button left/right arrows to scroll to the desired ™ 
image. 




Thumbnail Display 

This item allows you to view several pictures simultaneously. 

Set the Mode Selector to PLAYBACK. 

The last image that you took will appear on the LCD display. 



Press the Thumbnail/LCD (on/off) button. (Refer to Identifying 
Components on page 3) Nine images will display simultaneously. 
When you want to view one of the thumbnails at the normal 
screen size, use the Navigator button arrows to scan to the 
appropriate picture, which will highlight the picture border. 




Press the OK (center of the Navigator button) to display the 
picture in a normal screen size. 
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USING THE LCD DISPLAY (CONTINUED) 



Enlarging Photographed Images - Zoom Playback 



Enlarges selected portions of images being played back at 2 times actual 
size. Enlarging an image after it is taken allows you to take a closer look 
at the details of the image, such as to see if your subject's eyes are 
closed. Images can be displayed enlarged when being played back one 
image at a time. After the camera has zoomed into a section of the image, 
you can use the Navigator buttons to scan up/down/left/right to access the 
rest of the picture. 

Set the Mode Selector to PLAYBACK. 

The last image frame appears on the LCD monitor. 

Use the Navigator button left/right arrows to scroll to the desired image. 

Use the Navigator button left/right arrows to enlarge the image. An 
icon is displayed at the top of the LCD monitor and the center of the 
screen is enlarged at twice the original size. 

Use the Navigator button to scroll up/down/left/right to access the rest of 
the picture. 
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CAMERA SETUP & OPERATION 

Turning the Camera ON 

Set the Mode Selector to the desired mode (CAPTURE/PLAYBACK/SETUP/CONNECT) 

When the camera is turned ON, the Auto Power OFF function starts to work. 
Turning The Camera OFF 

Set the Mode Selector to OFF. 



Note: Current operating status is always shown in the LCD status 
display, however to save power the LCD color display must be 
turned on manually. 



Taking Pictures (Single Frame) 

1 . Set the Mode Selector to CAPTURE 

2. Check the current settings in the LCD status display 

3. Press the Picture Resolution button to set the image quality 
4 Set the Flash Mode 

5. Ensure the standby LED has stopped flashing and align the picture through the viewfinder. 

Press the Shutter Release button half way down to focus on the subject. When you hear a 
beep, the camera is ready. Press the Shutter Button all the way down to take the picture. You 
will hear a click as the picture is taken. The LCD status display indicates the number of pictures 
you have remaining. 



Continuous Shot (Four Frames Maximum) 

This mode allows the rapid capture of up to 4 pictures. 
Set the Mode Selector to CAPTURE 

Press the Thumbnail/LCD (on/off) button to turn on the LCD monitor. 
Press the Menu button to open the Capture Mode menu.

Press the Menu button to exit the Capture Mode menu. 



Ensure the standby LED has stopped flashing and align the picture through the viewfinder. 
Press the Shutter Release button half way down to focus on the subject. When you hear a beep, 
the camera is ready. Press the shutter button all the way down to take the picture. The shutter is 
opened and closed 4 times. The LCD status display indicates the number of pictures you have 
left. 



Setting The Resolution (Picture Quality) 

1 . Set the Mode Selector to CAPTURE 

2. Press the picture Resolution button to set the picture resolution to super fine, fine, or 
standard.

Setting The Flash 

1 . Set the Mode Selector to CAPTURE 

2. Press the flash button and select the mode you want. 



Flash Modes

^ Automatic Flash 


The flash occurs automatically when ambient lighting is insufficient 
for picture capture. 


© No Flash 


The flash function is disabled. 


^ Flash Always On 


The flash is used with every picture. Use this option when you are 
trying to take pictures of dark subjects or where the area behind the 
subjects is highly illuminated. 


W Red Eye 


When taking pictures with the flash, the red-eye effect is reduced. 



Note: The standby LED blinks until the flash is fully charged and 
ready to be used again. 



Setting The Self-Timer 

The self-timer enables you to include yourself in the picture by automatically activating the shutter button 
after a delay of 5, 10 or 15 seconds. 

1 . Set the Mode Selector to CAPTURE 

2. Press the self-timer/macro button to scroll through the modes until you reach the self-timer 
mode. 

The self-timer icon is displayed on the LCD monitor and the status display. 

4. Ensure the standby LED has stopped flashing and align the picture through the viewfinder. 

5. Press the Shutter Release button. You have X seconds (X is the configured time set in Timer 
Set) to move to your location to be included in the picture. 

6. The self-timer indicator light in front of the camera will begin to blink red. This light will blink 
increasingly faster indicating that the time to exposure is becoming progressively closer. 



Note: Use a tripod with the self-timer function for optimal results. 



Using the 2x Digital Zoom Function 

The digital zoom function allows you to get closer - or zoom in - to your subject. 

1 . Set the Mode Selector to CAPTURE 

2. Press the MENU button to turn on the LCD monitor. Press MENU button again to turn off the 
REC Menu. 

3. Press the Navigator button up/down arrows to zoom. Using the Navigator button up arrow to 
select 2x zoom, or down arrow for no zoom. 

When you enable zoom function, icon is shown at the top of the display. 



Note: by enabling the digital zoom, you will enlarge the center portion 
of the image 2x. However, the resolution and the image size will 
remain the same. 



Using The Macro Function 

Enable the macro function for close-up photography between 8" and 23.5" (20 cm and 60 cm) from the 
subject. 

1 . Set the camera's Mode Selector to CAPTURE 

2. Press the Self-timer/Macro button to scroll through the modes until you reach the macro mode 
3- The macro icon A is displayed on the LCD monitor and the status display 



Note: 

• Macro photography is not canceled even if the camera is 
turned OFF or the Auto Power OFF function is activated. 

• The settings are canceled when you remove or insert the 
batteries. 



Protecting & Erasing Images 

After taking pictures, you have the option to erase pictures that are no longer needed, and free up storage 
space for more pictures. You can also "LOCK" images so they are not inadvertently erased. 
Protecting an image 

The function prevents the images you taken from being erased. 

Set the Mode Selector to PLAYBACK. 

The last image frame appears on the LCD monitor. 

Use the Navigator button left/right arrows to scroll to the desired image 

Press the MENU button to open the Playback mode Main Menu. 

Use the Navigator button up/down arrows to scroll to " LOCK " 
selection. 



Press the Navigator button right arrow to open the Lock sub-menu 
and press OK. 



Press the MENU button to exit the Playback mode Main Menu 
The protected the image will be shown with Q icon. 



Removing The Protection 

Set the Mode Selector to PLAYBACK. 

The last image frame appears on the LCD monitor. 

Use the Navigator button left/right arrows to scroll to the desired image. 

Press the MENU button to open the PLAYBACK mode Main Menu. 



Use the Navigator button up/down arrows to scroll to the 
"UNLOCK" menu. 
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Press the Navigator button right arrow to open the Lock sub-menu. 
Press the Navigator button up/down arrows to scroll to "THIS" 
selection and press OK. 



Press the MENU button to exit the PLAYBACK mode Main Menu. 




Erasing Images 

The function allows you to erase one image at a time. 

Set the Mode Selector to PLAYBACK. 

The last image frame appears on the LCD monitor. 

Use the Navigator button left/right arrows to scroll to the desired image. 

Press the MENU button to open the PLAYBACK mode Main Menu. 



Use the Navigator button up/down arrows to scroll to " ERASE " 
selection. 



Press the Navigator button right arrow to open the Erase sub-menu. 

Press the Navigator button up/down arrows to scroll to "THIS" 
selection and press OK. 



This erases the image and returns to the PLAYBACK mode Main 
Menu. When erasing assigned image, the screen indicates that the 
action is "PROCESSING". 




To continue erasing images, repeat the above procedure from step 2. 
Press the MENU button to exit the PLAYBACK mode Main Menu. 
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CAMERA SETUP & OPERATION (CONTINUED) 

Erasing All Images 

The function allows you to erase all images within the SmartMedia. 

Set the Mode Selector to PLAYBACK. 

The last image frame appears on the LCD monitor. 

Use the Navigator button left/right arrows to scroll to the desired 
image. 

Press the MENU button to open the PLAYBACK mode Main Menu. 

Use the Navigator button up/down arrows to scroll to " ERASE " 
selection. 

Press the Navigator button right arrow to open the Erase sub- 
menu. 

Press the Navigator button up/down arrows to scroll to "ALL" 
selection and press OK. 



This erases all images and returns to the PLAYBACK mode Main 
Menu. 

Press the MENU button to exit the PLAYBACK mode Main Menu. 



Note: You cannot delete a locked image. You must first "unlock" the image. 
See the "Note" at protecting images above for instruction on unlocking the 
image.

To access the CAPTURE mode screens, set the Mode Selector to 
CAPTURE. 

Press the MENU button. The CAPTURE mode Main menu screen 
appears. 




Use the Navigator button up/down arrows to scroll through the menus. Use the MENU button to make 
selections.

White Balance 

This item lets you set the white balance for your pictures. Select the 
Cloud or Sun icons for outdoor pictures, select the Tungsten icon for 
images taken under the incandescent lighting in most homes, and select 
the Fluorescent Lamp icon for indoor pictures taken under fluorescent 
tubes. 

Scroll to the desired setting and press OK. 
Continuous Shot 

The continuous shot mode takes four pictures in sequence with a 1- 
second (low- light) to 1/30-second (bright-light) interval between each 
frame.

Exposure Value 

This setting controls the amount of exposure your images receive. A 
higher setting result in a brighter image; a lower setting a darker 
image. The Auto selection will just use the auto exposure setting with 
no adjustment. 



Use Navigator button top/down arrows to scroll to the 
"EXPOSURE" selection. Then press right arrow to open the 
exposure sub-menu. 

Scroll to the desired setting by using the Navigator button top/down 
arrows, and press OK. 



Special Effect 

This item lets you take pictures in black & white or color. 
Scroll to the desired setting and press OK. 



Sharpness 



This item affects the sharpness of the pictures you take. 
Scroll to the desired setting and press OK. 



There are three options described as bellows. 

• NORMAL Leave the image detail as captured. 

• SHARPER Sharpen the edge of the image detail. 

• SOFTER Soften the edge of the image detail for the special 
effects.

HOW TO TAKE GREAT PICTURES 



Taking Pictures Indoors - General Do's 

• As a rule, use the automatic setting (e.g. white balance, exposure value). This will generally give 
you the best picture quality. If the image quality does not come out as expected, then try adjusting 
the manual settings such as exposure value (if the picture is too dark or too light) or white balance (if 
a yellow cast is present). 

• When taking a picture with the flashlight on: stand at least 6 feet away from your subject. Standing 
too close to your subject may cause the subject to become over exposed. The flash for the SC-2300 
has a range of 2.6 to 8.2 feet. 

• Try to take pictures in an area where there are a lot of colors and patterns. If taking a portrait picture 
of a person, ensure the clothing does not have a high contrast to the background, (e.g. white shirt 
against black). 

• Depending on the subject and the indoor conditions, it is generally better to have the light source at 
an angle (e.g. 45 degrees) from the subject instead of directly in front of or directly behind the 
subject. 



Taking Pictures Indoors - General Don't Do's 

• Avoid an area where the wall is the main portion of the image. 

• Avoid light sources positioned directly behind or directly in front of your subject. 

• Usually the indoors lighting is very diffused; therefore, try to avoid bright light source(s) from being in 
the picture. A great variance in lighting in a single frame can cause improper exposure because the 
digital camera cannot judge the amount of light correctly, (e.g. shaded hallway and bright entryway). 

• Try to avoid a light source that is brighter than the subject. 

• Don't shoot a picture directly into the light. 

• Try to avoid half sunlight and half fluorescent light, or any mixture of different lighting. 

• Avoid taking pictures of a computer screen. 

• Avoid an object in the picture that could reflect light and that is close to you (person taking the 
picture) e.g. glass bottle, white shirt, glasses, etc. 



Taking Pictures Outdoors - General Don't Do's 

• Avoid taking a picture where there's a shiny surface or reflective area in the image (e.g. glass, 
metal). 

• Avoid pointing the camera directly at a shiny surface. 

• Do not take pictures of both shaded and sun lit areas together. While our digital camera does make 
great adjustments for this, it is unable to clearly adjust for vast differences in lighting as compared to 
the human eye.
